An Apology. 

Although the NEWS an¬ 
nounced last week that its 
regular Thursday edition 
would cover last night's 
Hastings hearing at the 
School Auditorium, Sierra 
Mad re's Postmaster subse¬ 
quently Informed this 
newspaper that he could 
not make a delivery before 
tomorrow's holiday (Ar¬ 
mistice Day). 

The NEWS had made 
every effort to hold up its 
usual Wednesday night 
deadline so that coverage 
of this meeting would be 
brought to its readers. 

The Postmaster, however, 
belatedly announced that 
he was not prepared to 
handle distribution of the 
NEWS on Thursday after¬ 
noon. 


Attorney Noren Eaton this week charged that processing of 
an application for annexation of a portion of the Upper Hastings 
Ranch was illegal because of technicality. 

He said that the Junior Realty Company had filed an applica¬ 
tion for the annexation when, in fact, "the Company did not have 
title" to the 200 acres of land 
which were up for annexation 
to this city. 

Title to the land now be¬ 
longs to the Hastings Park, 

Inc., and Eaton declared that 
because the legal owner was 
not officially designated dur-

ing "certain” times of proces¬ 
sing which have gone on since 
last August, further considera¬ 
tion could not be given the ap¬ 
plication. 

City Attorney T. Guy Corn- 
yn pointed out that the Junior 
Realty Company was a holding 
company and that under its 
subdivision plan, the Hastings 
Park Inc. would be the finan¬ 
cially responsible organization 
to carry out the project which 
calls for construction of ap¬ 
proximately 900 homes. 

A representative of the Jun¬ 
ior Realty Company had previ¬ 
ously explained to Eaton and 
others at an informal meeting 
that title had not been cleared 
at the time of application, but 
that the Junior Realty Com¬ 
pany was acting as agents for 
the partnership which had 
been acting for the property. 

Cornyn said that this tech¬ 
nicality of the law, not a sub¬ 
terfuge as it may appear, 
would have to be cleared up, 
of course, but would probably 
take only three or four weeks. 

It will not affect any hear¬ 
ings the Council might have 
with citizens of this city, he 
said. 

In the meantime, Gerald 
Bridges, attorney for the Hast¬ 
ings Park Company, said that 
new papers and a new map 
would be filed with the City 
Council to clear up the tech¬ 
nical questions. 


Sierra Madre voters—2603 strong—Tuesday followed the state¬ 
wide pattern in approving 11 of the 12 California propositions, 
and in Los Angeles County, passing the Hospital bond issue. 

In a pleasantly large vote, 68.5 per cent of this city's eligible 
voters expressed themselves at 
the polls. Out of approximately 
3796 registered voters, 2603 
voted. 

Sierra Madreans gave em¬ 
phatic approval to the state 
school bond issue, which will 
aid improverished school dis¬ 
tricts in California to the tune 
of $250,0 0 0,0 0 0. Total “yes” 
vote, 1654; “no” vote, 750. 

Most controversial measure 
on the ballot—Proposition No. 

2—was also passed by a large 
margin. 1699 local voters fav¬ 
ored, and 877 opposed the is¬ 
sue which repeals the aged 
and blind Proposition 4 of last 
year. 

Proposition 3, concerning leg¬ 
islative sessions and salaries 
of legislators, was approved, 

1451 to 794. 

The Daylight Saving Meas¬ 
ure, Proposition 12, won en¬ 
thusiastic support in this city, 

1611 "yes” votes and 825 "no” 
votes being recorded. 

The Los Angeles County Hos¬ 
pital bond issue, Proposition 
A, received the local landslide 
of the day—1715 "yes” votes, 
to 523 "no” votes. 

Only proposition defeated in 
Sierra Madre, as well as in the 
state as a whole, was Propo¬ 
sition 11, whose own sponsors 
had advocated its defeat. City 
vote on this measure was: 

"yes,” 641; "no” 1300. 


Enrollment Drive and annual 
Gift Box Program of the Junior 
Red Cross is being conducted 
at the Sierra Madre Grammar 
School this week and next. The 
campaign began Monday, Nov. 
7, and will end Friday, Nov. 18. 

According to R. C. Lewis, Si¬ 
erra Madre ARC Chapter chair¬ 
man, donations of a penny or 
more will make each child a 
member of the Junior Red Cross 
of America. Surplus funds are 
sent to the National Children’s 
Fund, which is designed to 
meet emergency needs of chil¬ 
dren both at home and abroad, 
Lewis said. 

"Approximately $6,261,827.00 
worth of basic health and edu¬ 
cational supplies have been 
sent abroad during the last 
four years,” he pointed out. 

Gift boxes will be packed at 
the Sierra Madre School for 
subsequent shipment and dis¬ 
tribution overseas by American 
Red Cross officials there. Pur¬ 
chased through the National 
Children’s Fund, the boxes are 
labeled, "Gift of the Schools of 
the United States of America, 
through the American Junior 
Red Cross.” A total of 469,083 
gift boxes were sent overseas 
during the last fiscal year. 

A notice was sent home to 
Sierra Madre parents, asking 
each child to bring one or more 
items for the gift boxes. In¬ 
cluded on the list of possible 
donations were dolls, pencils, 
pocket combs, color books, 
toothbrushes, paintboxes, 
needle and thread sets, and 
handkerchiefs.

Resolution To Warren 


Civic Concert Association

“Ninety dollars is all we 
need,” was the word released 
Tuesday by Francis Eakman, 
one-man crusader for the Fire¬ 
men’s New Furniture Fund.

Members of the Sierra Mad-- 
re Property Owners’ Committee 
this week sent a resolution de¬ 
scribing their stand and policy 
on rent decontrol to Califor¬ 
nia’s Governor Earl Warren. 

Passed unanimously, the pe¬ 
tition is intended to eliminate 
fear in the minds of tenants 
as regards rent decontrol, ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Ralph Steele, 
Executive Secretary of the 
Properey Owners’ Committee. 

The resolution pointed out 
that it is the Committee’s de¬ 
sire to obtain a resolution from 
the City Council for rent de¬ 
control, and the approval of 
this resolution by Governor 
Warren. 

Wr i t e r s of the document 
stress the point that it is not 
the purpose of rental property 
owners to demand and receive 
an unwarranted, unjust, and 
unequitable increase in rents, 
nor their purpose to work any 
undue and unfair hardships on 
tenants. 

“It is the only desire of the 


property owners to eliminiate 
controls and regimentation as 
being un-American and not In 
keeping with the American 
system of free enterprise,” the 
resolution states. 

At their meeting Wednesday 
night in the Council Chambers, 
Committee members heard 
talks from Attorney Robert 
Aarons and Judge Noren Eat¬ 
on. 

Aarons, who recently return¬ 
ed from a conf e r e n c e with 
Governor Warren, presented a 
brief talk on the subject of bet¬ 
ter government on the state 
and city levels, and paid trib¬ 
ute to Noren Eaton as being 
the first Sierra Madrean to 
take up the battle for rent de¬ 
control. 

On April 6 of this year, Eaton 
petitioned the City Council to 
call a public hearing to thrash 
out the rent control problem, 
and asked that the Governor 
then be asked for decontrol, as 
permitted by the Federal Rent 
Turn to Pago four .

He was one of 
three Americans participating 
in the English races; the other 
two were Gordy Milne of Pasa¬ 
dena, and Jimmy Gibbs of Los 
Angeles. 

Pee Wee left Europe Oct. 22 
on the Ille de France, which 
docked in New York, six days 
later. He joins his wife, Mrs. 
Mae Cullum of 58 E. Sierra 
Madre boulevard. This is his 
first meeting with his infant 
daughter, Donna Mae, who was 
born September 25. 

Racing in England is vastly 
different than in this country, 
he reported, they race in teams 
of six men and often go to 
other tracks to compete with 
different teams. As a member 
of the Belle Vue Speedway 
Team, Manchester, Pee Wee 
won two trophies: the Daily 
Mail Trophy and the Over¬ 
seas vs. England. 

“Motorcycle racing is one of 
the biggest sports in England,” 
he remarked. “People enthusi¬ 
astically cheer and wear team 
colors just as in football. They 
were very friendly toward team 
members and gave they candy, 
fruit and other rationed 
goods.” 

Said Cullum, "When news 
got out about my daughter’s 
birth, fans sent many baby 
gifts.” 

Living conditions are very 
poor, he stated, and there is 
little variety in food. He also 
said that the devaluation of 
pound greatly affected his sal¬ 
ary. 

Pee Wee has been invited to 
race again in England next 
Spring. If he goes this time, 
he hopes to take his wife and 
daughter. 

Except for the war years, 
Pee Wee Cullum has been rac¬ 
ing since 1932. His trophies in¬ 
clude: the French Champion¬ 
ship in 1936; Best Pairs Cham¬ 
pionship in Australia in 1947, 
with partner, Bill Rogers; and 
in 1948 he took the Pacific 
Coast and the Lincoln Park 
Track Championships.

With relustance we leave it 
behind as we set out for Crete. 
We almost wish we’d stayed in 
Thebes, for the sacrifices of 
the young men and maidens 
on the island of Crete leaves 
us chilled with shock. 

But we leave at last, and 
travel on through the cities 
of Syria. From there we go to 
the land of the warrior Hit- 
tites, and in the end, even to 
smug Babylon. 

It is a swift and fascinating 
tale this that happened so long 
ago, a thousand years before 
Christ.
